A mountain o f debris sr-attnved 


about tlie main .streets and piled high 
about the doorways was removed by 
volunteers who worked ih rough cut 
Uic night. 


The city was still without electric 


lights bnl it was honed to restore 
service today. 


Estimate made by the city engin- 


eering department placed the total 
property loss from the devastating 
siorm at approximately 2,0001.000. 
Little of it was covered by flood in- 
surance. 


A company of the nationa,] guard 


patrolled the storm-swept district 
today to protect property. 


Jfot a life ivas lost from flood or 


tire, a complete check up showed. 


A woman and her two children 


were resntated from drowning after 
they had been rescued from an auto- 
mobile caught in the torrents. Mrs: 
Kate Christiansen, caught in 
an 


automobile when the waters swept 
down from the mountains, suffered 
,a fractured skull and may die.

Bend Issue to Improvement And 


Add Another Fire Truck 


NO ACTION BY JHE COUNCIL 


Horse Drawn Truck, Haymow And 


Stables Would be Eliminated if 


Plan is Followed 


A busy session marked the regular 


meeting of the city council Tuesday 
night, when several matters 
were 


taken up, including a discussion on 
remodeling the present city building, 
and 'Completely motorizing the fire 
department. 


The topic of remodeling the build- 


ing was advanced, by Councilman 
Brann, who stated that he was in 
favor of issuing a small bond issue 
to take care of 
the improvement 


which he says is badly needed, be- 
cause of the condition of the pres- 
ent building. 


The building is likely to be con- 


demned at any time as the walls are 
in need of enforcement. The •council- 
man stated that a bond issue r-onld 
be floated and this would not in- 
crease Hie tax rate materially 'and 
would amply ta;ke care of Hie nend- 
cd improvements. 


By purchasing another motor fire 


trur-k. the horse drawn truck, sta- 
bles, bay mow and manure bin would 
be eliminated from the city buildine, 
•and more room would be provided, 
w!ikjli r-ould be utilized for the city 
ofiices, siwh as 
treasurer, 
clerk, 


mayor, police, and street commis- 
sioner. At (he present time these of- 
fices :irc widely spattered thromrh- 
ont the city, and it hr\s -been pointed 
o;it Hint any wc.ll organized -city has 
its business 'Conducted -under one 
roof.

• Frank- Mullins has sold his in.ter- 
est in Mullins .and Taylor, Inc., Ford 
and Fordson dealers, to I. L. Endres 
general manager of 
the. Rushville 


Furniture company, it became known 
today.' The other owners 
of 
the 


stock in the 'concern are 
Charles 


Taylor, who was Mr. Mullins' part- 
ner, and Robert I*. Tompkins. 


The name of the firm will not be 


changed for the present, 
it 
was 


stated today. 


Simultaneously .with the announce- 


ment that Mr. Mullins had retired 
from the Ford agency,- it was" learned 
thtit he and Hersehel Gilson, a 'farm- 
er living north of Rushville, -will or- 
ganize a company to manufacture 
devices for tractors. 


Their 'chief output will be a steer- 


ing device and a clutch control for 
Fordson tractors. They'are designed 
to eliminate labor in the operation of 
the machine and.to make the opera- 
tion of the Fordson easier. 


Both devices were invented 
and 


patented by Mr. Gilson- and 'have 
been successfully used for two years, 
but have never been placed on the 
market. 


Mr. Gilson and Mr. Mullins have 


completed all .arrangements for the 
manufacture of these, two articles 
and details of the organization of the 
eojmany will be arranged within a 
•few days, Mr. MulltTis stated today.

Memorial Day Race Measure 


DEVOTION TO DUTY NEEDED 


Governor Says Men In Public Office 


Should Have Same Patriotism 


That Soldier Has In Battle 


Muneie, Ind., May" 16-—Governor 


McCray, • addressing the annual en- 
campment of the G. A. R. here today 
explained that his veto of the Mem- 
orial Day aati-raee bill was com- 
pelled'by his oath of office, and that 
in obeying duty he "forsook 
per- 


sonal desires and overlooked senti- 
ments." He also gave an account- 
ing to the veterans of the activities 
and improvements at the Soldier's 
Home at Lafayette, and the Soldiers 
Orphans' 
School at 
Knightstown, 


showing that his administration is 
doing more for the" veterans than any 
predecessor. 


Making it plain that his oath o£ 


office is as binding as that of the 
soldier, Gov. MeCray declared thai; 
tho great need in public office today 
is "the patriotism which fired yon 
when you joined the colors," a de- 
votion to duty and not to personal 
choice, and disregard of "the easier 
way." 
' 


'•You followed the path of duty 


regardless. of its dangers and have 
the reward of a satisfteld consci- 
ence," declared Gov. McCray. "It 
was this same spirit of fidelity to 
the constitution which you so gal- 
lantly and unyielding sustained that 
compelled me to veto the race bill." 


Governor 
McCray also gave a 


mental pitenre of how heibelieved 
Memorial Day should be observed-, 
exclaiming that he longed 'that the 
day of patriotic solemnity practiced, 
in his boyhood might return^ : He 
pointed out, 
however,

whether' "you could legislate' pat- 
l-iotisra"into the people" and.raised, 
the'question "is" it right "to single 
out a certain amusement and deny 
its right of existence and at the 
same time permit other forms, of 
amusement to operate without pre- 
judice?"

The neatest method of blanching 


is to set boards along the row, hold- 
ing them on edge with stakes and 
supporting -cleats nailed across the 
top at intervals.

eer and Charles L. Henry, president 
of the L &•€., came to Rushville a. 
few weeks ago to inspect the power 
house and other local equipment of 
the compauy, it was hinted that 
plans for changing the power sys- 
tem and replacing 
the equipment 


and rolling stock were about to come 
to a. head. 


This step by the directors of the I. 


& C. is regarded as the best indica- 
tion yet seen that the company is 
determined to extend its 
lines 
to 


Cincinnati, right-of-way for which 
has been 'held by the company for 
several years. Just when plans are 
ready to be acted on for t{ie building 
of the road from here to Cincinnati 
by way of New Salem, Andersonville 
and Brookville, the war came on. In 
addition to inflating the prices of 
material t'hat would have 
to be 


bought, the 'war aiso made impos- 
sible the arrangements for the finan- 
cial end of the extension. 


The extension can now go for- 


ward without interruption, once -the 
pott-cr system is changed and new 
rolling stock is added, it is believed 
by Mr. He'nry, who announced in -In- 
dianapolis last night that the direc- 
tors had authorized the expenditure 
of $767,271 for tihe new 
improve- 


ments. The work will be started'soon 
and several months will be required. 


"Our company, after 
waiting 


through the unsettled conditions of 
the war period for 
an opportune 


time to extend the line into Cincin- 
nati,'' said Mr. Henry, "is now pre- 
paring- to proceed. Onr plans for the 
actual extension, and connection 
with terminal facilities in the Ohio 
river city, are well in.hand, but be- 
fore going ahead we. have determined 
to place the existing system, in con- 
dition to tie up immediately with the 
new construction that must be made.

ant cog to the Indianapolis wheel 
of freight and passenger traffic.'" 


The company plnns to puy power, 


instead of manufacturing it, and Mr." 
Henry asserted that under the new 
arrangement the company will 
be 


able to provide 'better light 
.and 


power service through the subsidiar- 
ies serving the several communities 
along its lines. The new .power sys- 
tem will be controlled through nine 
automatic substations placed eleven 
miles apart. 


Plans for this work- were approved 


by Albert Richey, the well-known en- 
gineer of Worcester, Mass., former- 
ly of Muncie Ind. He estimates, ac- 
cording to Mr. Henry, that under the 
new system, which embodies the best 
and most universal traction practice, 
the company will be able to save 
more than $130,000 
annually in 


•power costs. The_reeonstruction of 
the electric system will cost approx- 
imately .«3GOjOOO,,Mr. Henry 
said. 


Contracts will -be made also for 


the construction of twelve new all- 
steel passenger cars, at a. total cost 
of $318,000. These cars will be sixty 
feet long and will seat fifty-eight 
passengers each. They will be so ar- 
ranged ns to permit operation 
in 


trains of two or more under the con- 
trol o.f « single mqtprman. The com-
